RACE IN

FAR EAST

Walker Willing to Take
a Yacht to
Japan.

Charles Walker, the boat builder,
who recently returned from Japan,
where he had gone to challenge Jap-
anese vachtsmen to compete for a Ha-
waillan cup, has written to a gentle-
man in Yokohama, stating that he will
race a Hawaiian-built boat in Japan-
ese waters on certain conditions,

The Japanese yvachtsmen wanted to
race a boat with a 35-foot water lne.
This would be practically Impossible
for Hawaiian yachtsmen to consider,
as such a boat would have to be sail-
ed across the Pacific from Honolulu 0
Yokohama, and would probably arrjve
at the latter port in no condition to
compete.

Mr. Walker has suggested that the
Japanese yachtsmen agree to race a
boat, 356 feet over all, somewhat on
the plan of the Gladys. Such a boat
could be itrensported on the deck of a
passenger liner. Mr. Walker agrees
with the Hawail Yacht Club to accom-
pany the boat to race her, at his own
expense. Allan Dunn would do the
same. Mr. Walker asks that the local
vacht club bear the expenses of the
crew and the expense of shipping the
boat both ways.

The mace would be sailed for yen 5000,
and Mr. Walker agrees to take his
chances on winning this amount to rec-
ompense him for the expense of build-
ing the bhoat.

USEFUL YOUNG MAN
COMES TO HIS END

Vincent Fernandez died at his home
in Kalihl yesterday morning, shortly
after having been carried ashore from
the steamer Mauna Loa. He had been
Iin a deeline for about a year past and
went to Kona, Hawalii, about six weeks
ago with hope of benefit from the sa-
lubrious c¢limate of that district. It
was all too late for him, and he eame
home to die. There was difficulty,
indeed, in keeping up his wvitality on
board the steamer so that he might
reach Honelulu alive,

The dead young man was an indus-
trious and thrifty Hawalian, belonging
to a family of the same charaeteristics,
which makes hig removal in eariy life
a loss to the community. He was born
in Honolslu some thirty-thres years
ago of a Hawalian mother, his father,
now dead a good many wears, having
been a retired veteran of the British

army In the Far East who, in honor-
able business here, did well for him-
self and his family. Besides a wife,
Vincent Fernandez leaves a sister and
three brothers, the eldest of the latter
being Abraham Fernandez, for years
manager of the Hawaiian Hardware
Co. For the past eight years the sub-
ject of this obituary has been em-
ployed by A. V.. Gear as a clerk. He
revealed an aptitude for pusiness and
always evinced an unstudped politeness
that made people like him.

He made an exceptionally snug home
for himself at Kalihi, from whence the
funeral will take place, to Kalihi ceme-
tery, at 3 o'clock this afternoon.

SUNYET
ON CHINA

A Famous Revolutionist
Addresses Research
Club.

I}

At the regular meeting of the Research
Club held last evening at the residence
of W. W. Hall, Nuuanu street, the
feature of the session was an able and
interesting address by Dr. Sun Vat Sen,
the Chinese leader of the Revolutionist
party, his subject being “Things Chi-
nese.” He spoke slowly and with care,
and presented a very lucid statement of
conditions in the Chinese Empire.

He opened by saying that the subject
was a large one, that the Empire was
larger than the United States and had
a population of 400,000,000 people. It
was an absolutgq monarchy, there being
no judicial system, mo congress, no. re-
sponsibl eministry.

The Empire consisted of several
groups of states, each almost a distinct
empire. There was China.proper with
the descendants of the original Chinese
race; second, Manchuria : third, Mongo-
lia; and fourth, Thibet. Manchuria was
governed by a Tartar general; Mongo-
lia by a Prince of the country itself;
Thibet by its priesthoad at the head of
which is the Lama. The Emperor of
China is 'a Manchu of the dynasty which
conquered China in 1744, A. D.

In the Empire there were eighteen
provinces each governed by a wviceroy.
Each province is divided into districts
at the head of which is a government
official or magistrate, The average
population is a million to each district.
There being but one government offi-
cial to such a large community shows
the government does not extend deep
among the people. This indicates also
that the Cninese live a comparatively
free commumity existence.

All struggles in China have mainly
been dymastic. One village, however,
can make war upon another, The speak-
er said the weakness of China was the
lack of centralized control. There was
too much hiberty of a loose kind to hold
the empire together.

The people of China were essentially
homogeneous: barring the dialects on
the coast they were practically of one
language. While the present govern-
ment was feeble and in a dying condi-
tion, it could not maintain control. The
partition of China would prove impos-
sihle. The Chinese wonld resent it and
European powers would find that it in-
volved unpleasant difficulties.

EXECUTIVE TOURS
* OF OTHER ISLANDS

Governor G. R. Carter will leave H
nolulu in_the steamer Kinau next Tues
day to make a tour of the Island o
Hawaii. Secretary A. L. C. Atkinson
will accompany him, also Land Com-
missioner J. W. Pratt and Private
Secretary F. D. Creedon. This will be
the initial one of a series of execytive
visits to the different islands, with the
object of gaining an insight upon the
ground into Territorial interests every-
where in the group.

The expedition to Hawaii will make
a landing at Mahukona and proceed
through Kohala, Waimea and Hama-
kua districts to Hilo. From the chief
town the Governor's party will go to
Olaga, thence compieting the circuit by
visiting Puna, Kau, and South and
North Yona. In Kohala special ob-
servations will be made and informa-
tion gathered bearing upon the Kohala
wiater license.

Public works in all districts will b=
inspected with, doubtless, the obtain-
ing of material for special representa-
tions to Washington besides what will
be useful to ths intelligent administra-
tion of strictly Territorial affairs.

The Hawail trip would have been
taken in yesterday's steamer but for
the expected arrival of retiring Gov-
ernor Taft of the Philippines this week.

THE MARVELOUS MANGD

In support of efforts to extend the
cultivation of the mango in Porto Ri-
co and Florlda, G. N. Collins, one of
the Government botanisis, states that
this fruit deserves to becomg as popu-
lar as the orange and banana. An-
other expert, George W. Olliver, agrees
that the mango will undoubtedly grow
in popular favor. “At present,” said he,
“It is suffering from a bad reputation,
owing to the fact that the fruits that
have been placed. before the public In
recént years have been grown mainly
from geedling trees that are fit only
to be used for stocks wor as wind-
breaks.” He =says that the frults of
this tree thus far offered for, sale are
reaily wild or jungle mangoes, and
that they bear the same relation to the
scientifically cultivated mango that the

crab-apple does to the Baldwin or Ben
Dayis variety.

The great importance of developing
this fruit has been so thoroughly recog-
_nged by the Government that it has
/had experts in Indin and other tropi-
cal lands searching for improved varie-
ties. These have been shipped to
America where, under glass, extensive
experiments in propagation are under
way.

It has been demonsirated that one
mango tree will bear as many as 10,-
000 fruits. With 100 trees to the acre
the yield at that rate would be 1,000,000
mangoes, An annual yield of 160,000~
0060 mangoes on a quarter-section of
land shows the possibilities of this, in-
dustry, when the fruit become= popu-
Iar.,

Though the primary ube of the man-
go is as a fresh fruit, It serves many
other purposes where its virtues have
been recognized. Canned, they are
prenounced to be as gooll as peaches.
In official experiments by the Botani-

lan-

cal Department of Jamaica thirteen
mangoes produced one pint of jelly and
five quarts of marmalade, Mango

forms one of the main Ingredients. in
chutneys. The bruised and imperfect
fruit may be profitably distilled into a
fair grade of alcohol, Roasted and
made into a sherbet it is taken In In-
dia to prevent sunstroke, From the
leaves of the mango a yellow dye is
extracted. The bark mixed with that
of pomegranate and a species of bau-
hinia also produces a yellow dye stuff.
Mixed with the bark of certain trees
of Indla a permanent black dye i5 ob-
tained. The juice of the bark blended
with lime yields a fleeting green. To
%his mixture the addition of turmeric
produces a  bright rose-pink. Fre-
quently a zreat amount of gum ex-
udes from the trunk of mango trees,
This Is said to be a substitute for gum
arabic.

In India the mango, prepared in a
variety of ways, is one of the staple
articles of food. It is used In curries,
made into pickles, custards, salads, and
certain kinds of cakes, Even the ker-
nels are used. Stuffed with coriander
and other spices and boiled In mustard
oil, they are regarded as a great deli-
cacy.—Saturday Evening Post.
